POSTOFFICE BANKING. 


A Plan that will Greatly Facilitate 
Business. 


The Senate has passed the House 
bill modifying the postal money or- 
der system, so as to authorize post- 
masters aud money order offices, 
under the authority of the Postmas- 


ter-General, to issue postal notes in 
denominations of five dollars and 
under. This is an important bill 
and will greatly facilitate business 
in small sums through the mails. 
It authorizes the issue of money or- 
ders of five dollars and less, to be 
on engraved paper and known as 
postal notes, payable to bearer, 
Such notes are to be invalid after 
three months, but the holder can 
after that time get par value by ap- 
plying to the Postoffice department 
at Washington. For issuing each 

tal note a fee of three cents will 

charged. This bill also author- 
izes the issue of money orders in 
denominations of $100 or less; but 
none for more than $100 can be is 
sued. The following fees are fixed 
for money orders: For orders not 
exceeding $10, 8 cents; from $10 to 
$15, 10 cents; $15 to $30, 15 cents; 
$30 to $40, 20 cents; $40 to $50, 20 
cents; $50 to $60, 30 cents; $60 to 
$70, 35 cents; $70 to $80, 40 cents. 
$80 to $100, 45 cents,
